Tax Refund To 
Net Town $3,503 


Northfield will receive a total 
of $3,503 more than anticipated 
as its share of income and corpo- 
ration taxes collected by the 
state. The total refund due all 
towns in the Commonwealth is 
$11,300,000. Since the collections 
from income and_ corporation 
taxes exceeded the amounts esti- 
mated by the state earlier in “the 
year, the refunds are being made 
in accordance with the equalized 
valuations as determined by the 
state legislature. Income tax col- 
lections in the state exceeded es- 
timates by almost 10 million dol- 
lars. Corporation taxes exceeded 
state estimates by $2,000.

The Buffalo Philharmonic is 
ranked among the ten finest or- 
chestras in the United States and 
is more fortunate than most in 
having the internationally famous 
Josef Krips as its conductor. 

The Buffalo Philharmonic 
really began to reach its “major- 
ity” musically in 1953 when Josef 
Krips was appointed Conductor 
and Music Director. In his first 
two years, Mr. Krips won acclaim 
for the orchestra through the in- 
troduction to Buffalo and Amer- 
ica of ‘cycles'’—Beethoven and 
Brahms. 

Numerous tour engagements 
and invitations to its conductor 
came from Canada, Ohio, New 
England and Pennsylvania.

Inventor of Vacuum Tube, 


Mt. Hermon ’ 


The Northfield Hotei was host 
to a distinguished visitor this week 
jin the person of Lee de Forest, 
graduate of M o unt Hermon 
School. class of 1893> Mr. de For- 
est has been called “the Father of 
Radio” because of his invention 
in the early years of the century 
of the vacuum tube, which made 
possible radio, television, and all 
other electronic devices 

The March 1955 issue of the 
Mount Hermon Alumni News 
paid a tribute to Mr. de Forest 
as part of a series titled "Men of 
Mount Hermon: Men of Service.” 
It read as follows: 

There is inthe library at Mount 
Hermon an autographed copy of 
“Father of Radio: the Autobiog- 
raphy of Lee de Forest.’ The in- 
scription pays tribute to the 
“cheering encouragement" of his 
beloved teacher, Charles FE. Dick- 
erson, and to the school where he 
built the foundation of his career 
in science and invention. 

The book contains a chapter on 
his days at Mount Hermon, in 
1891-93. His home had been Tal- 
ladega College in Alabama, where 
his father was president, but 
where the schools were inade- 
quate to prepare Lee for Yale, his 
father's alma mater. Interest in 
Mount Hermon had developed be- 
cause his sister had enrolled two 
years before at Northfield School 
for Girls. His diary of the period 
gives interesting accounts of the 
life at Mount Hermon and rela- 
tionships between the two schools: 
the work hour, the appearance of 
Mr. Moody, the privilege of visit- 
ing Northfield because he had a 
sister there, vacation occupations, 
the preparation to enter Yale 
“without condition.” The summer 
before entering Yale he absorbed 
the scientific wonders of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition at 


Chicago. At Yale, through years 


filled with studies and invention 
under the inspiration of famous 
professors, he won his scientific 
degree and went on to earn his 
doctorate.
